The Message To Congress 
MR. HARDING'S literary style has visibly improved since his 


election to the presidency. It would be more accurate to 
say that it has been improved for him under the watchful care 
of the administration's Washington phrase makers. 
His ad- 
dress at the opening of the Disarmament Conference and his 
message to Congress this week are such vast improvements over 
ms campaign output that it is a pleasure to record the fact. 


That no new ideas were launched in the presidential mes- 
sage will surprise no one. But it is encouraging to learn from 
it that Mr. Harding has advanced in his tariff views from the 
late eighties at least a decade. He is still considerably behind 
McKmley's last tariff utterance at the Buffalo Exposition, but 
ne is Hearing the twentieth century. We do not doubt but that 
in another year he will begin to grasp the real situation in re- 
gard to international trade and it is a further pleasure to record 
that when he does get the later viewpoint in this all-important 
relation he will quickly and frankly declare himself. 


He doubtless realizes with the rest of the country that the 
so-called emergency tariff enacted by his party in special ses- 
sion was simply an old-fashioned political bunco game calcu- 
lated to act as a narcotic to the ruffled feelings of the farmers 
And while an advocate of the permanent tariff act now pend- 
ing, it is only fair to assume that the president's recent words 
relative to the tariff were uttered to afford him a loophole for 
escape when a determined fight is made in congress next 
month—or this—to eliminate many of the insane schedules 
which that bill now contains. 


But his intimation that the tariff should be eliminated as a 
political issue is the surest indication in recent ye'ars that the 
party of high protection has become loosed from its ancient 
moorings. 
The banking and business interests, which were 
iormerly arrayed solidly behind the party of ultra-protection, 
are now quick to sense the change in world conditions and are 
openly opposed to the pending permanent tariff measure 
Mr 


Warding, who by his elevation to the presidency rather than by 
the depth of his knowledge of the tariff as an economic factor 
has been for two years the most outstanding spokesman of the 
old Republican tariff views. Now that he shows signs of weak- 
ening m his loyalty to an outworn fetish there is hope that a 
little sound economic sense and less political bunk will mark 
the future attitude of his party on this question 


There is admitted merit in the president's advocacy of put- 
a stop to interminable governmental tax-free bond issues, 
this is clearly a matter for legislative action. To clutter up 
the federal constitution with matters of legislative detail is to 
advocate the placing of the national constitution on the low 
plane now occupied by most of our state constitutions 
The 
latter hav« in most instances deteriorated to the level of mere i 
5S»«017vJr0£gi0merations- ^?stead of containing general prin-1 
cipies, oioad human guaranties and the statement of obvious 
and permanent truths, too many of our state constitutions have 
departed from the federal model and are now the plaything of 
legislative assemblies.

It is equally doubtful if by so do-) 
ing anything will have been accomplished, as the president be-; 
lieves, toward a permanent or even temporary solution of the 
eternal question of taxation. 


True as are the president's indictments of the quarrels be- 
tween capital and labor, it is equally true that he is a million 
miles from the settlement of these disputes by the means he 
proposes. As in his recent unemployment conference and in the 
present disarmament conference, the president frankly seeks 
an immediate palliative and-disclaims any concern about the 
causes of unemployment and war. And just as his unemploy- 
ment conference died without contributing a single iota toward 
ending unemployment, and as the disarmament conference will 
adjourn without having taken a single step toward the abolition 
of future wars, so is his proposal for a court to settle labor dis- 
putes a mere makeshift, an undependable subterfuge. . 


His appeal for aid for starving Russia is entirely com- 


mendable and does credit to his bigness of heart. It lends a 
touch of dignity and generosity both to the message and the man 
and should meet the approval of our people irrespective of 
party.

mans, residing in Alace-Lorraine. will 
ask to change their nationality and 
become French It Is estimated by of- 
ficials in the reconquered provinces.
